GENERAL NEWS. 


A slight fall of snow occured at Ottawa, 
Ont., on May 13th. 


Virdin, Manitoba, has been made a port 
of entry with W. F. Scarth customs col- 
lector. 

A sharp frost occurred throughout On- 
tario on the night of May 12th, damaging 
fruit prospects seriously. 

Winnipeg has a population of 37,000 and 
a tetal assessment of $22,150,160, exclusive 
of exemptions, which amount to $4,505,98. 

Dr. Peters, superintendent of the Medi- 
cine Hat hospital, died on Saturday, May 
llth, of paralysis. He was only YS years 
of age. 

Commissioner Herchmer of the mounted 
police told the Free Press that the redaced 
grant for the maintenance of the mounted 
police force would “‘reduce the members 
somewhat.” 

Nor’-Wester: The government has been 
advised of the safe arrival at Victoria of 
the Methodist missionaries, who left Port 
Simpson two weeks ago. Their vessel, the 
“Glad Tidings,” went ashore. 


Calgary Tribune: The recent high winds 
have done considerable damage in the 
country. The surface soil has been blown 
off from the cultivated fields, the grain in 
some cases having been blown up by the 
roots. 

The Winnipeg Tribune says that while 
courtesy required the Manitoba cabinet to 
acoede to the request of the governor gener- 
al for a conference, the conference will not 
affect the action of the cabinet, which has 
already decided to refuse to carry out the 
remedial order. 

An Ottawa despatch to the Free Press 
says that the conference to take place short- 
ly between the governor general and the 
Manitoba government means that the 
Dominion government has backed down 
from the policy indicated by the re- 
medial order, and is now desirous of enter- 
ing upon a policy of conciliation towards 
Manitoba. 

To McCarthy Haggart said in the house 
that the government had no contractoral re- 
lationship with the Hudson’s Bay railway 
company sincel89!1. The government was 
not aware that the company was relying 
upon any order-in-council for construction 
of the work. He said there had been no 
communication with the company since 
April 27th, last. That letter to Sutherland 
fully explained iteelf. 

Hamilton Spectator : We do not begrudge 
Manitoba or the Northwest Territories 
$2,500,000 for a railway which would be of 
benefit to that country ; but the proposed 
railway arould be a positive injury. If the 
government desires to help the new country 
by a gift of two or three millions for a rail- 
way through lands fit for settlement, we do 
not think the eastern provinces would object; 
or if the government was to expend two or 
three millions in adding to the population of 
Manitoba and the Northwest, it would be a 
good thing for the whoie country. But to 
throw away $2,500,000 on a railway from 
nowhere to nowhere and through nothing, is 
most absurd.

No doubt calves 
can beraised in this country at a profit, 
but not when 40 or 50 per cent. is consider- 
ed a good branding. It must be remember- 
ed that calves that come in February and 
the first part of March are not likely to live, 
and it is a well known fact that calves com- 
ing early is the principal source of loss. 
This can be obviated and no doubt will be, 
but the syste: of handling range stock will 
have to be changed considerably.”
